TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
STOCKTON  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  a  Report  on  the 
Health,  Sanitary  State,  and  other  conditions  relating  to  the 
Public  Health  of  your  District  for  the  year  1902. 

Since  last  Report  Mr.  Elcoate  has  joined  the  majority 
and  I  feel  that  I  have  lost  an  able  Inspector,  for  in  the  many 
years  we  have  worked  together  changes  have  been  made  in 
the  district  which  have  had  the  effect  of  making  your  district 
one  of  the  most  healthy  in  the  North  of  England,  and  during 
the  whole  of  the  remodeling  of  the  Sanitary  conditions  not  a 
single  action  at  law  was  necessary.  This  I  believe  to  have 
been  due  to  the  tact,  persistance,  and  strong  individuality  of 
Mr.  Elcoate. 

Owing  to  Mr.  Elcoate’s  death  it  was  necessary  to  make 
a  new  arrangement  for  Inspection,  this  has  been  done  by 
appointing  Mr.  Franklin  as  Inspector  of  Nuisances  for  the 
whole  of  your  district’s  area,  and  the  work  under  the  new 
arrangement  has  been  thoroughly  satisfactory. 

The  district  has  developed  in  strides  during  the  year. 
127  new  houses  have  received  certificates  for  inhabitation,  and 
an  estimated  population  of  635  occupied  them.  There  has  been 
about  an  average  amount  of  infectious  disease,  but  Measles 
has  been  so  prevalent  in  two  villages  that  it  was  thought 
advisable  to  close  the  Schools.  On  the  whole  the  general 
health  of  the  district  has  been  good.  The  total  number  of 
deaths,  including  four  from  outside,  in  the  inhabitants  of  the 
district  was  204,  giving  a  death  rate  of  12 ’6,  but  when  17 
deaths  which  have  occurred  in  Institutions  out  of  the  district, 
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such  as  the  Fever  Hospital,  General  Hospital,  Workhouse,  and 
Lunatic  Asylum,  the  number  of  deaths  is  221,  with  a  death 
rate  of  13*6.  The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  is 
54  or  1 1  o*8  per  thousand  of  the  births  registered.  The  number 
of  births  registered  is  487  or  a  birth  rate  of  30’  1.  In  1901 
the  number  of  deaths  was  207  or  i3'3  per  thousand,  and  the 
births  455  or  293  per  thousand.  Infantile  Diarrhoea  was  not 
so  prevalent  in  the  Autumn  which  I  think  was  due  to  the  cold 
Summer. 

The  scavenging  in  most  of  the  villages  has  been  done  by 
contractors  and  on  the  whole  it  has  been  done  satisfactorily. 
Your  Authority  have  thought  it  wise  to  introduce  a  new  clause 
in  the  contract  with  the  scavenging  contractors  in  order  to  get 
the  small  refuse  receptacles  emptied  weekly  instead  of 
fortnightly  as  heretofore,  because  they  were  not  large  enough 
to  contain  the  accumulation  of  14  days  under  the  old  terms  of 
the  contract. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  regularly 
inspected  to  see  to  their  cleansing  and  sanitary  condition,  and 
all  of  them  now  are  constructed  on  the  terms  of  the  Bye-Laws 
of  the  Council  which  gives  ample  breathing  space,  and 
registered. 

Workshops. — These  have  been  inspected  and  found 
satisfactory. 

The  census  population  in  1901  was  14,841,  and  the 
estimated  population  in  1902  was  16,156,  and  the  estimated 
population  in  1901  15,521.  The  total  number  of  houses 
certified  during  the  year  was  127.  lire  largest  increases  are  in 
Norton  60,  Billingham  41,  and  Preston  14.  All  the  houses 
have  been  constructed  according  to  the  Bye-Laws  and  are  well 
built.  The  most  of  the  houses  in  Norton  Township  are  of  a 
good  class,  being  large,  commodious,  and  airy. 

There  are  plans  of  houses  occasionally  submitted  now 
which  are  very  small  and  like  those  submitted  in  towns,  but 
your  Plans  Committee  have  wisely  used  all  their  influence  to 
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get  builders  to  change  them  and  get  them  substituted  by 
larger  ones.  This  I  think  is  very  necessary  for  the  health  of 
the  occupiers.  The  price  of  land  and  the  low  rates  of  your 
district  enable  investors  to  get  a  fair  interest  for  their  money 
without  this  scrimping  of  the  property. 

Your  Authority  are  asking  for  powers  to  get  all  the 
Streets  that  have  been  completed  in  their  district  paved, 
channelled,  and  flagged,  and  when  this  work  is  done  very 
thoroughly  it  will  be  many  years  before  the  Streets  taken  over 
will  require  any  expenditure  out  of  the  rates. 

Throughout  the  district  the  Sanitary  condition  is  good, 
but  there  are  still  a  few  of  the  old  ashpits  and  privies,  which 
I  hope  will  be  gradually  substituted  by  ashclosets,  which  are 
very  much  more  sanitary  and  very  much  easier  scavanged. 

The  Parish  Councils  have  all  worked  in  harmony  with 
your  Council  for  the  public  good,  and  ‘any  sanitary  recom¬ 
mendations  sent  from  the  Parish  Councils  have  always  received 
fair  consideration  and  been  adopted  when  advisable. 

The  Sewers  have  acted  well  and  any  defect  has  been 
remedied  immediately  by  your  Authority.  The  only  one  that 
has  given  serious  trouble  has  been  one  midway  between 
Haverton  Hill  and  Port  Clarence  which  drains  the  new 
property  there  and  delivers  over  the  foreshore  into  the  Tees. 
Owing  to  the  Silt  in  which  it  is  laid,  the  pipes  have  slipped 
and  the  joints  become  open.  Into  these  open  joints  the  sludge 
in  which  the  pipes  are  laid  has  got  into  the  sewer  and  seriously 
blocked  it  and  the  tidal  water  rises  back  into  the  drains 
every  tide.  It  will  be  necessary  to  reconstruct  this  drain  in  a 
very  much  more  substantial  way  to  meet  the  difficulties  arising 
from  the  bed  in  which  it  lies.  I  should  think  that  the  best 
method  would  be  to  carry  it  through  all  the  silted  land  in  iron 
pipes  on  piles  with  an  efficient  flap  on  the  end.  This  sewer  is 
having  the  consideration  of  your  Authority  and  I  hope  that  it 
will  be  constructed  in  a  satisfactory  way,  although  there  are

many  difficulties  in  it  owing  to  the  bed  through  which  it  must 
be  laid.  The  new  buildings  that  have  been  and  are  being 
constructed  on  the  East  side  of  Norton  down  Billingham  Bank 
will  need  an  efficient  sewer  sooner  or  later,  at  the  present  time 
the  existing  system  is  answering,  but  should  much  more 
building  be  done  it  will  be  insufficient  for  the  district.  When 
this  new  scheme  is  entertained  it  will  be  costly,  and  I  think 
should  be  constructed  not  only  to  drain  the  district  mentioned 
but  also  to  relieve  the  Norton  Main  Sewer.  The  large  number 
of  houses  that  have  been  erected  at  the  North  End  of  this 
Village,  and  the  great  addition  to  the  area  for  surface  water 
that  has  been  drained  into  this  sewer,  are  a  strain  upon  its 
present  capacity.  The  sewer  to  Fairfield  has  been  finished 
and  they  have  also  the  Tees  Water  now. 

The  water  supply  in  the  district  has  been  satisfactory. 
Most  of  the  villages  are  supplied  by  the  Tees  valley  Water  Co., 
and  the  rest  by  public  pumps,  which  have  acted  efficiently. 

The  village  of  Fairfield  has  been  lighted  with  Gas  and 
the  rest  of  the  large  villages  are  either  lighted  with  Gas  or 
Oil. 


The  number  of  infectious  cases  notified  was  73,  and 
11  of  these  were  removed  to  the  Infectious  Hospital.  Your 
Authority  have  still  the  arrangement  with  Stockton  Borough 
to  have  their  cases  treated  in  the  Sanitorium  and  Smallpox 
Hospital. 

The  Durham  County  Council  undertakes  to  examine 
sputum,  blood,  and  throat  swabs  in  tuberculosis,  typhoid,  and 
diphtheria  respectively,  free  of  charge.  This  is  a  great  boon 
to  Medical  Men,  as  such  examinations  confirm  definitely  any 
diagnosis  they  may  have  made. 

I  submit  to  you  a  table  shewing  the  infantile  death  rate 
in  the  different  districts  : —

Measles. — There  have  been  several  serious  outbreaks 
of  this  disease  in  the  district  during  the  year,  causing  seven 
deaths.  It  is  very  difficult  to  estimate  the  extent  of  the 
epidemics  as  the  cases  are  not  notifiable,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that 
the  number  of  cases  was  very  large  owing  to  the  simultaneous 
outbreak  in  Hartburn  and  also  at  Billingham,  involving  nearly 
all  the  scholars.  It  was  thought  advisable  to  close  the  schools. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  46  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified  during  the  year,  and  four  deaths  occurred.  It  was  in 
the  district  nearly  all  the  year  but  never  became  epidemic, 
except  at  Haverton  Hill,  where  in  October  and  November 
23  cases  were  notified. 

The  disease  on  the  whole  was  of  v-ery  mild  type  and  the 
very  mildness  of  the  type  makes  the  difficulty  in  dealing  with 
them,  for  many  cases  are  not  seen  by  a  doctor  and  not  suspected 
by  the  parents  or  guardians  of  the  children,  as  Scarlet  Fever, 
so  they  go  about  spreading  the  disease  in  the  peeling  stage. 

Diphtheria. — Four  cases  were  notified  of  this  disease 
resulting  in  one  death.  All  the  cases  were  single  and  at  once 
removed  to  the  Hospital. 

Typhoid  Fever. — 14  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were 
notified,  causing  two  deaths.  The  disease  was  never  epidemic, 
and  the  surroundings  of  every  case  was  carefully  enquired  into 
and  any  sanitary  defect  in  the  dwellings  remedied.  There  was 
a  strong  suspicion  that  one  of  the  cases  was  caused  by  eating 
Oysters  at  Scarborough. 
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Smallpox. — Accounts  for  one  death,  that  being  a  sailor 
in  the  Floating  Hospital  on  the  Tees. 

Whooping  Cough. — Caused  3  deaths.  The  epidemic 
was  never  very  extensive  but  occurring  in  the  cold  weather  of 
the  early  Spring,  some  of  the  cases  were  complicated  with 
'Bronchitis,  and  this  complication  existed  in  all  the  deaths. 

Diarrh(Ea. — Only  3  deaths  occured  from  this  disease, 
and  never  was  the  disease  so  prevalent  as  it  is  usually  in  the 
Autumn.  The  climatic  conditions  and  the  food  contaminations 
did  not  produce  the  disease  so  frequently  as  usual  in  the 
Autumn,  for  the  heat  was  never  -very  great,  nor  the  grass  so 
succulent  as  in  most  years  to  make  the  milk  an  exciting  cause. 

Tuberculous  Diseases. — Caused  27  deaths.  The  most 
of  these  were  from  Phthisis,  between  the  ages  of  15  and  45. 

Several  of  the  cases  were  traced  to  direct  infection.  If 
the  theory  that  the  disease  is  generally  spread  by  the  dust  from 
the  dried  sputum  was  more  known,  and  patients  and  persons  in 
charge  of  them  recognised  this,  they  would  be  more  careful  to 
have  the  sputum  always  put  into  a  spitoon  with  strong  anti¬ 
septic  in  it  such  as  Carbolic  acid. 

Puerperal  Fever.— There  were  no  cases  notified  from 
this  disease,  but  some  cases  included  in  deaths  to  diseases  of 
parturition  were  due  to  septic  causes. 

In  no  case  did  I  trace  communication  from  one  case  to 
another. 

NORTON. 

Census  population  4532.  Estimated  population  5232- 
Births  141.  Deaths  66.  Death  rate  12 '6. 

The  village  has  been  very  healthy  during  the  year. 
21  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  in  the  village,  but 
in  no  instance  did  any  of  the  diseases  become  epidemic.  The 
village  is  increasing  very  rapidly,  60  new  houses  have  been 
certified  for  occupation,  and  the  population  increased  by  300. 
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The  sewers  in  the  village  have  acted  well  and  been  in  good 
repair.  The  making  of  the  new  sewer  to  accommodate  that 
part  of  the  village  nearest  Billingham  is  still  under  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Council.  It  will  have  to  be  carried  out  at 
some  time,  but  at  the  present  there  is  no  urgent  hurry  to 
complete  a  scheme  as  the  present  existing  arrangements  are 
acting  well.  The  scavenging  has  been  well  done  and  the 
streets  have  been  kept  clean, 

The  lighting  has  been  extended  to  meet  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  development  of  the  village,  and  the  Council  are 
taking  steps  to  get  the  new  streets  scheduled  to  pave,  curb  and 
channel  them. 

BILLINGHAM. 

Census  population  3656.  Estimated  population  3991. 
Births  137.  Deaths  47.  Death  rate  11*7. 

The  health  of  the  township  has  been  satisfactory,  but 
there  were  two  epidemics,  one  of  Measles,  which  in  the  village 
of  Billingham  became  so  extensive  that  it  was  thought  advisable 
to  close  the  school.  And  the  other  of  Scarlatina  at  Haverton 
Hill. 

The  death  rate  is  very  satisfactory  11*7,  when  you  take 
into  consideration  the  character  of  the  population  and  the 
climate.  The  sewers  have  acted  very  well  except  the  one 
mentioned  previously  in  my  Report,  situated  between  Haverton 
Hill  and  Port  Clarence,  and  those  resulting  from  the  subsidence. 
The  scavenging  has  been  satisfactory,  and  the  lighting  extended 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  township.  In  Haverton  Hill 
there  is  a  ^reat  subsidence  in  the  streets  nearest  to  the  Salt 
Wells  which  necessitates  constant  attention  to  the  streets  and 
sewers.  This  subsidence  from  the  Salt  Wells  may  at  some 
period  become  a  serious  matter,  and  as  a  basis  to  ascertain  how 
much  takes  place  and  where,  it  would  be  a  wise  precaution  to 
have  a  plan  made  of  the  levels.  Such  a  plan  would  be  evidence 
in  case  of  future  disputes,  for  I  fear  a  subsidence  of  such 
marked  extent  near  the  Wells  of  the  Tees-side  Salt  Co.  may  also 
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be  going  near  other  wells,  and  probably  all  over  the  salt  area 
which  is  being  undermined  by  the  pumping.  41  new  houses 
have  been  occupied,  so  that  the  estimated  population  has 
increased  205. 

The  water  supply  from  Tees  Valley  Board  is  good,  and 
the  roads  and  streets  have  been  kept  fairly  clean  There  are 
extensive  additions  to  the  works  in  this  township,  and  also  new 
works  are  being  established,  so  that  the  development  of  the 
township  may  be  anticipated  to  go  on. 

COWPEN  BEWLEY. 

Census  population  1121.  Estimated  population  1121. 
Births  42.  Deaths  34.  Death  rate  30'3. 

The  death  rate  is  high,  but  I  am  not  very  sure  that 
some  of  the  deaths  returned  for  Cowpen  may  not  belong  to 
Billingham,  as  from  the  returns  it  is  difficult  to  accurately 
localize  them,  but  with  the  greatest  care  I  fear  some  mav 
be  wrong. 

The  health  of  the  old  village  has  been  good,  and  the 
population  at  Port  Clarence  has  also  been  satisfactory.  There 
is  no  increase  in  the  population,  but  there  is  a  great  amount  of 
development  of  public  works.  At  Port  Clarence  Messrs.  Bell 
Brothers  are  putting  down  extensive  additions  and  alterations  to 
their  works  and  the  Salt  Works  are  developing.  A  death  from 
Small-pox  was  registered  in  this  township,  this  was  at  the 
Floating  Hospital  and  in  a  sailor. 

WOLVISTON. 

Census  population  607.  Estimated  Population  637* 
Deaths  13.  Death  rate  20*3. 

The  death  rate  is  again  very  large,  and  from  the  same 
cause  as  last  year,  Phthisis,  3  deaths  having  been  registered  from 
that  disease.  The  cases  of  Phthisis  at  Wolviston  for  the  last  2 
years  have  been  an  example  of  the  spread  of  the  disease  from 
infection.  There  have  been  some  very  good  houses  erected  in 
the  old  village  to  replace  tumble  down  ones.  The  village  has 


been  kept  clean,  and  the  scavenging  done  satisfactory.  The 
water  supply  both  from  the  pumps  and  the  Water  Board 
plentiful. 

The  sewers  have  acted  well,  but  at  times  the  man  holes 
emit  an  offensive  odour  which  I  think  is  due  to  not  having 
a  sufficient  flow  through  them.  At  frequent  intervals  when 
water  is  in  the  beck  they  should  be  flushed,  this  I  believe  would 
not  only  cleanse  the  sewers  but  it  would  have  the  effect  of 
cleansing  the  outlet  of  the  sewer  in  the  beck.  The  outlet  only 
becomes  foul  in  continuance  of  dry  weather,  and  if  every 
advantage  was  taken  to  cleanse  everything  when  water  was  in 
the  beck  it  would  never  be  so  foul  as  heretofore. 

WHITTON. 

Census  population  1099.  Estimated  population  1099. 
Births  46.  Deaths  16.  Death  rate  16*3. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  infantile  death  rate  has 
not  been  so  great  as  last  year,  and  also  that  there  have  not 
been  as  many  infectious  diseases. 

I  hope  that  we  have  remedied  a  cause  of  infectious 
disease  which  existed  in  the  streets  of  Morrison  and  Lowson, 
Some  field  drains  were  found  to  go  through  the  land 
beneath  the  houses.  These  have  been  cut  off  and  cemented. 
This  may  have  been  the  cause  of  the  disease  which  has  so  long 
been  unexplained.  The  sewers  have  acted  well,  and  the 
scavenging  has  been  satisfactory  at  Carlton  Ironworks. 

EGGLESCLIFFE. 

Census  population  1240.  Estimated  population  1305. 
Births  37.  Deaths  17.  Death  rate  17. 

The  death  rate  is  much  higher  than  last  year,  but  some 
deaths  in  old  people  have  run  it  up.  The  health  of  the  village 
has  been  good  during  the  year,  and  there  was  no  death  from 
infectious  disease.  The  population  is  still  increasing,  but  not 
so  rapidly  as  it  did  a  few  years  ago. 
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The  sewers  have  acted  well,  but  the  scavenging  has 
been  the  subject  of  complaint  several  times  in  the  year.  The 
most  of  the  complaints  on  enquiry  were  not  neglect  so  much  as 
the  result  of  householders  putting  into  the  ash-closets  refuse 
which  ought  to  have  been  burnt.  The  Authority  to  remedy 
this  distributed  a  handbill,  telling  the  public  what  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  Scavenger  to  remove  and  what  they  must  destroy  or 
remove  themselves. 

AGRICULTURAL. 

Census  population  2586.  Estimated  population  2771. 
Births  72.  Deaths  28.  Death  rate  io*i. 

The  population  of  this  combined  district  has  consider¬ 
ably  increased,  especially  at  Preston,  where  14  new  houses 
were  certified.  Preston  is  taking  steps  to  get  a  Parish  Council 
instead  of  a  Committee  as  heretofore.  There  are  some  of  the 
streets  in  this  township  almost  ready  to  be  made.  Hartburn 
has  increased  a  little,  and  I  should  think  this  township  will  be 
likely  to  continue  to  do  so,  considering  that  Fairfield  is  now 
sewered  with  water  laid  on  and  lighted. 

The  rest  of  the  townships  in  this  district  have  not 
changed,  their  sewers  and  pumps  have  acted  well,  and  they 
have  been  healthy  during  the  year.
